6 unions with 242 members, and 13 Bands 
of Hope with a memberehip of 165.

No sooner bad the remeics been 
removed to the morgue than 6 jury was 
aworn in, and after several witneeses had 
been examined, a verdict thet deceased 
had committed suicide wes returned with- 
vat even an autopsy being held on the re- 
mains. Dr. Mount, the only medical man 
examined, said he thought it wagsa cas: of 
giicide, but could not ssy positively axntil 
he had made an autopsy. Notwithstanding 
this the jury returned a verdict at once.

pheree. The feature cf the case that is 
giving rise to the s:rongts: easpicion is how 
aman could poseibly cut hia throat to thé 
extent of five inchee, quietly leave the hotel 
in the lower portion of the city in broad 
daylight at eleven o'clock in the morning, 
and with a 
rOWEL WRAPPED ROUND HIS NECK,
